Pearl Buck is right—the ise 
fs freedom, and at the present 
time there are people in our 
country without freedom, and 
fone of the main destroyers of 
Ireedom is our attitude towards 
the Negro raze. 

Lam quite sure that Pearl 
Buck is right that all the Axi 
people believe, if they are de- 
feated, freedom will never again

We have received no direct 
messages either from Gandhiji 
or from any other private source, 
though we have sent cables in. 
quiring about Gandhiji’s health, 
Strict censorship, we presume, is 
responsible for that and we 
must, in the circumstances, rely, 
upon messages received in this 
country from Goveroment and 
Semi Government sources 

According to Sapa-Reuter's 
report, the fast is the sequel to a 
Jong correspondence with the 
Viceroy, in which Gandhiji re- 
pudiates the suggestion that the 
{Indian National Congress is re 
sponsible for the murders, train. 
wrecking and damage to pro. 
perty which have taken place, 
and blames them on the Goy- 
ernment, 

The Viceroy in one of his 
letters urges Gandhiji to abandon 
the idea of a fast, “oot only 
owing to my natural reluctance 
to see you risk your life, but be. 
cause I regard the use of a fast 
for political purposes as a form 
of political blackmail for which 
there can be no moral justifica- 
tion." 
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MAHATMA GANDHI’S F AST 


The correspondence was pub- 
lished by the Government of 
India on Wednesday, February 
to, with an accompanying state 
ment on their behalf, which 
said that the Government of 
India informed Gandhiji that he 
would be released for the pur- 
pose and for the duration of the 
fast, and with him any mem- 
bers of his party who might 
wish to accompany him, 

Subsequent reports, however, 
goto show that Gandhiji has 
not been released for there is an 
incessant demand from the pub- 
lic for his release and they also 
go to show that he was pre. 
cluded from taving even hi 
own wife Mrs Gandhi and his 
sons by his side uatil he was in 
a very critical state on the 
seventh day of his fast. 

Another Reuter's report states 
that with Gandhiji are Dr, 
Gilder, who was brought to the 
Aga Khan's palace on the 
second day of his (Gandhiji’s) 
fast, Dr, Sushila Nayar, Mrs, 
Sarojini Naidu and Miraben 
(Miss Slade). 

Further correspondence be- 
tween Gandhiji and the Goyern- 
ment of India, published on 
Friday, February y2, and quoted 
by Reuter, shows that when the 
Government informed him that 
they proposed to set him at 
liberty for the duration of his 
fast he replied: “ f a temporary 
release is offered for my con 
venience, { do not need it. 1

has not been conceived to be 
taken asa free mao. [f | am 
released there will be no fast in 
terms of my correspondence, | 
have no desire to be released 
under false pretences.” 

Acknowledging this letter, the 
Secretary of the Home Depart- 
ment wrote that the Govern- 
ment’s position remained the 
same. 

“That is to say they are ready 
to set you at liberty for the pur- 
pose, and for the duration, of 
your fast. But if you are not 
prepared to take advantaye of 
that fast, and if you fast while 
in detention, you will do so 
on your own risk, In that event 
you will be at liberty to have 
your own medical attendants.” 

From the third day of his fast, 
Gandhuji is reported to have 
discontinued his daily walks in 
the palace garden and his. daily 
and evening visits to the spot 
where his secretary Mahadev 
Desai was cremated,

Details Of Disturbances 

Details regarding disturbances 
in India up to the end of 
December last were given by 
Sir Reginald Maxwell, Home 
Member in the Legislative As- 
sembly in New Delhi. 

The total of persons arrested 
was 60,229 and of these about 
26,000 were convicted. About 
18,000 were detained under the 
Defence of India rules. A 
further large number of persons 
were released or sentenced to 
short imprisonment or fines 

There were in custody at the 
end of 1942 about 14,000 con 
victed prisoners and 11,000 per- 
sons detained under the Defence 
of India rules. 

Sir Reginald said that 940 
persons were killed and 1,630 
others were injured up to the 
end of 1942 as a result of police 
or military opening fire in 
connection with disturbances. 
Firing was resorted to 538 
times. 

All the figures referred to dis- 
turbances after the arrests of 
Congress leaders in August 1942

TO THE HONOURABLE THE MINISTER OF THE INTERIOR, 
CAPE TOWN. 


STATEMENT SUBMITTED BY THE NATAL INDIAN 
ASSOCIATION (with which are amalgamated the Natal Indian Congress 
and the Colonial Born and Settlers Indian Association) 


We, tho Representatives of the Natal Indian Association, take tus opportunity of 
expressing our appreciation for receiving our Deputation and allowing us to make our represen- 
tations. which are contained in the following atatement. 

2, We desire to deal with our case in two parts: the frst part will contain our obser- 
valions and Views on the First and Second Broome Commission Reports, Our intention 1 to 
examine the two Reports and to place before you our views thereon. 





PRINCIPLES OF THE CAPE TOWN AGREEMENT. 


3. We should like to preface our observations on the firut part of this statement by 
emphasising that there are four fundamental principles in the Capo Town Agreement, nameh 


Q) The Union Government recognized the Indian Community as an integral part of 
the permanent population of South Africa. 

(2) The Union Government recognised the grave situation of Indian education In Natal 
and assumed the responalbility to institute an enquiry Into that question, 

(8 Tho Union Government recognised the necessity of enquiring into the sanitary and 
housing conditions of Indians in and around Durban. 

(@ The Union Government recognised the principle underlying the Industrial Con- 
ciliation Act (No, 27 of 1925) which enables all employees, including Indians, to 
take their places on the basis of equal pay for equal work 


4. We shall not examine Principles 1, 2. and 4, for these do not come under the present 
orbit of discussions, but we shall discuss the third prineiple—that of Indian housing — in 
extenso, as 1¢ affects Me question at tesue, 

5 That the Union Government recogniaed the serious position of Indian housing and 
Indian education ts evidenced by the two Committees that they set up Immediately after 
the Cape Town Agreoment. Whilst we admit that as a result of the Dyson Enquiry Committee, 
§nitiated by the Natal Provincial Council at the instance of the Union Government, some pro- 
gress has been made In reward to Indian Education but little or nothing has been done on the 
question of housing “in und around Durban” 


FIRST BROOME COMMISSION, 


6. We should lke to state that the Indian Community does not ngree with many of the 
Findings contained in the Report of the First Broome Commission in that the Commission 
falled to take Into account the admittedly serious position of Indian housing. It ts probably due 
to the restrictive nature of its Terms of Referener, 

7% In our evidence adduced to the First Broome Commission, we established the fuct that 
the Durban Munteipality ance the year 1022, sold to Its European Burgesses 853 sitea in the Stell 
wood district, 200 sites In the Morningside district, and 22 sites in the Berea and other dis- 
tricts. ‘These sites were sold to the same class of people that approximate the class in our 
community that has acquired property in the areas whieh the First Broome Commission 
characterised us “A”, “B" and “C" Areas, It ls clear from this that whilst the Muntelpality of 
Durban haa provided in abundance altes from its own unallenated lands to the European sec~ 
fon of its burgesses. it has not provided any sites for the Indian section. We want to show 
further that alice 1992 the Council hax provided a further 606 economic houses for its European 
Burgesses as against 72 economic houses for the Indians. 

8. Thero is a sharp distinction between the economic houses provided for Europeans and 
those for the Indians Tn the case of the Europeans, the highest value of an economic house 
upproximates £1,500, whilst In the case of the Tndian the highest value Is £500, We polnt 
His distinction to xhow that the better class amongst our people have been neglected by Whe 
‘Council's economic housing schemes, 

9. Apart from this distincticn, it ts.an well to remember that in the case of Europeans, 
the Economie Houses are situated in Jocalities which can be regarded as Having all the civic 
amenities, but this ts not the ease In regard to Indian Economie Houses 
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a 
RESTRICTIVE CONDITIONS, 


10. Oriiniance No, 13 of 192% (Nata}) enabled the Durban ‘Town Counell to insert restrle~ 
tive conditions in the Title Deeds of all lands sold by them. We give the text of this Ordinance: 


“The Town Council of the Borough of Durbun, in selling or leasing any immovable 
property belonging to the sald Borough, may, with the consent of the Administrator, make 
provision jn the conditions of sale or lease up to the styl, class or value of buildings to 
be erected thereon and for restricting the use of such property solely for purposes of 
Fouldence or business and for restricting the ownership oF occupation thereof or both to 
tind for prohibiting the ownership of occupation thereof or both by persons of European 
descent, Asiaties or Natives or persons of any one or more of such classes, and may Insert 
In the Title Doods or leases of uny auch property. the conditions necessary to give full 
force wnd effect to such provisions and/or restriction 


11, ‘The Indian Community strenuously opposed this Ordinance, so much so that the Union 

Government, in giving assent, gave the assurance to the Indian Community ax indicated in 

the followin extract of a letter addressed by the Secretary for the Interior to the then Natal 
Indian Congress: 

“The Government considers tt reasonable that the Administrator in giving his 

Approval to racial restrictions introduced into land sales chould see as far as possible that 

the Asiatics should be giver: reasonable opportunity of acquiring adequate residential sites,” 


12, Notwithstanding the assurance given in tis letter, the Indian Community bas never 
since 1922, been given the opportunity of acquiring land from the Durban City Council from its 
unalicnated lands. ‘The opening up of “Glenwood.” “Morningside,” took place a number of years 
lifter the passage of the said Ordinance In 1922, Every site sold by the Durban City Council in 
fall ite newly developed areas carries the Anti-Asiatlc Clause, Even at the present there are 
considerable lands both in Stellawood and in the Burman Bush area overlooking the Umgent 
helghts, but the Counci will not wive on Inch of ground for Indians within the old Borough 
of Durban, 





NEGLECT OF DURBAN crry couNcr. 





13. In its first memorandum to the First Broome Commission, “the Council admits that 
it has not at any time speciMeally provided sites of this kind for this purpose (16. for the 
wealthy Indians), but [t does not acknowledge that, under the present economic structure of 
this country, it owes any duty to the wealthy inhabitants of the City or to any section of them 
to provide residential sites for them.” ‘Thereln lies the crux of the whole problem. Whilst the 
Council is providing aites in the “Morningside” and "Glenwood" areas for the wealthy section 
of the European population, in the case of the wealthy Indians the Courell coolly saya that tt does 
not owe any duty to that section, 

14. ‘This neglect on the part of the Durban City Council to provide choice sites for 
Indlons Is one of the decisive factors that contributed to the wealthy among us to acquire 
Property In what are regarded ss predominantly European areas by the First Broome Commis- 
ston, 

45. We submit that the First Broome Commission did not take Into account the serious 
position of Indian housing, Whilst five of the reasons that are given in paragraph 337 of ite 
Report are those that were advanced by the Indian Community and accepted by the Commis- 
sion, it 1s regretted that these reasons did not welgh with the Commission when St accepted 
the seven “green” areas which the Durban City Council marked off in its plan of Durban as 
being areas which were predominantly non-European as at ist January, 1927. We submitted 
at the time that this demarcation of areas was arbitrary in that the Counell did not take into 
Aceount the character of the locality contiguous to the seven areas, To substantiate our point, 
we submitted @ plan In which we extended the boundaries of four of the seven areas to show 
that as at ist January, 1927, the character of these localities was non-European. 

16. In paragraph 300 of its Report the Commission accepted the seven areas as being 
non-European as at Int January, 1927, but it failed to take cognisance of the observations that 
the Association had made in regard to the arbitrary manner In which these “green areas" were 
marked off by the Durban City Council. For instance, we submitted:— 

(a) ‘The Council should have recognised that whilst adequate provision has been 
made for the housing for all sections of the European burgesses In the old Borough, it has 
not done so with the Indian burgesses. 

(b) ‘The Council should have taken into account the fact that expansion of the 
increased Indian population would naturally be adjacent or contiguous to the areas in 
whieh they concentrate and thus should have expanded the “green areas” so as to allow 
for housing of the increased Indian population. 

(c) Even if there were a small percontage of Indian or Coloured accupled properties 
in the arear adjacent of contiguous to the “sreen areas” Indieated In Council's map “B” 
on the Ist January, 1927, the Coune!l should have taken into wecount the fact that all 
Subsequent purchases In these adjacent or contiguous areas were made when the character 
of the locallty was undergoing a change. 

(a) The Council falled to recognise one important fact in demarcating the “green 
areas” in Council's map “B.” and that was that consequent upon the changing conditions, 
80 noticeable in recent years, the Europeans living in these adjacent or contiguous areas 
had abandoned them and had moved into more select localities where modern houses with 
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modern sppointments were available. The Counelt should have consldered these adjacent or 
contiguous areas as non-European in character. 


If the Broome Commission had tuken these observations into consideration, the number 
of Indian acquisitions which they hind found to be In predominantly European areas would 
never have been so Numerous as Use Report of the Commission shows. 

‘The majority of houses in the “A” areas are very old-fashioned and in many cases 
delapidated, and cannot by any stretch of imagination be said to be situated In predominantly 
European areas. 

47. In paragraph 2% of the Report of the First Broome Commission, reference ts made 
to the speeches in 1925 of Dr. Malan, the then Minister of Interior. In Introducing the Areas 
Reservation and Immigration and Registration (Further Provision) Bll in 1925, Dr, Malan 
described the Indlans as “an alien element in the population” and at the conclusion of the 
Round Table Conference in less than two years, Dr. Malan referred to them as “a considerable 
number of Indians who will remain a part of the permanent population.” If that was the spirit 
that had emerged trom the Round Table Conference, we claim that in the matter of housing 
neither the Government nor the Durbany City Counell has done anything to alleviate the 
admittedly acute position in reference to housing. 

18. In going into the question of reasons for “alleed penetration” in Transvaal, the fol 
towing significant passage appears in paragraph 195 





“the Indian traders have commenced occupation of residential sites apart trom thelr 
trading premises that has almost invariably been brought up against them as penetration. 
‘Truly the Transvaal Indian ts between the horns of a cruel dilemma.” 

But the Natal Indian, having regard to his number, Is In a much worse position. 


19. In paragraph 197, the Commission states “so far as concerns the areas in which 
penetration wax complained of, we must therefore acquit the Indians of the charge that thelr 
entry Nas caused a European exodus and so has been a cause of further penetration.” “This 
in exactly the position in respect of all areas contiguous to the seven “green areas” In the 


Durban map, 
EVACUATION OF AREAS. 








20. Professor Raymond Burrows, head of the Department of Economies of the Natal 
University College, referred to Whe suburb of Doornfonteln in Johannesburg where the original 
European poptilation carried out what may be termed eyacuation which paved the way for the 
entry of non-Buropeans, This Is exactly the position in Durban, The whole of First Avenue, 
North Street and Mitehell Road, which are contiguous to “green area” No, 2; Ritson, Mansfield 
and Haswell Roads and Youngs Avenue contiguous to area No. 6. to mention only two of the 
areas, are Identical to the suburb of Doorntonteln, 

21. In the absence of any sites being provided by the Durban City Counell, the Indian 
community of Durban was left with no alternative but to plirchase properties in these contiguous: 
areas, Tt must be borne In mind that the seven “green areas” total anly 204 acres In extent 
find this acreage Inclides Che business portion which takes a large area. ‘The dwellng-houscs 
In these seven areas aro barely sufMejent to cope with the demand of the whole Indian population 
6f the old Borough, and the Couneil cannot expect the growing Indian population yo be con- 
centrated for all tines within thesy sven “green areas.” 





AREA OF OLD BOROUGH OF DURBAN. 


22. We polnted out in our Memorandum to you in connection with the engulry af the 
Second Broome Commisison that the area of the old Borough of Durban 1s 8234 acres, and 
allowing one-third for open spaces and unullenated Municipal lands there roniain 8.516 nets, 
Deducting 204 acres, which Is the extent of the seven “wroen areas,” we have 6412 acres which 
the Council claims to be predominantly European. In other words the 24.350 Indians are to 
be entitled to only 204 acres, whilst 70,710 Europeans are entitled to 5,812 acres. A more 
arbitrary method of consigning a growing community to an unreasonably lmited area cannot 
be concelved. 

23, In paragraph 207 the Commission states that “while Jocal authorities have disposed 
of very Witle of thelr Innd to Indisns, it appears that Indians have made no application 
for such Jand." We entirely disagree with this statement, for we have shown conclusively in 
our Memorandum submitted to and In’ the evidence that we udauced to the First Broome 
Commission, that ail our applications for Municipal lands have been consistently refused by 
the Durban City Council. To emphasise our point, we need ory point out that on the 19th 
June, 1991, n deputation from the then Natal Indian Congress met the Special Housing Commit 
tee of the Durban City Council on the question of housing of Indians ‘The deputation pointed 
out five sites In the old Borough of Durban, which were situated In mixed locality and. were 
Ideal for Indian housing. Notwithstanding the fact that the Central Housing Board took an 
Interest In the matter, as evidenced by the lettsr the Housing Board wrote to the Durban Clty 
Counell on the 22nd Tuly, 1931. the Town Council turned down all these five sites as being 
unsuitable for the erection of Indian houses for one reuson or another. And even as late as 
1940, when the Lawrence Committee was functioning. the Indian representatives of the Com 
mittee pointed out three sites In the old Borough of Durban which epld be developed and sold 
to Indians as chotee sites, These sites could have been offored-as a quid pro quo to those who 
wor prevailed upon by the Indian representatives from acquiring houses in predominantly 
European areas, but these three sites were turned down by the Durban City Council on the 
ground that public opinion, which strangely enough for the Council is represented by the 
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European burgesses, was against any allenation of Municipal unallenated lands to Indians. 
In these elecumstances we refute the statement that “Indians have made no application for 
such land.” 

2%. In paragraph 206 the Commission deals with fgures pertaining to population, 
valuation for Fating and number of subdivisions, On the point of population the Agures show 
that the percentage Increase in respect of Europeans and Indians was 20.6% and 43.42" 
respectively. One point which should not be lost alght of in this regard is, that in respect of 
Europeans, considerable migration hes taken place since 1927 to now suburbs like Durban North, 
Weetvillo, Kloof and the new Marine Drive on the Bluff which have beon opened up, In the 
case of the Indians the increase has beon higher because of the fact that they have had no 
suburbs to migrate to. 


ARBITRARY DEMARCATION OF AREAS. 


25, ‘The fact that the Indian community had some grounds to attack the arbitrary manner 
in whieh the Counell demarcated the non-European areas as at Ist January. 1027, is evidenced 
by the doubts that had exercised the minds of the Commissioners as would appear on reading. 
paragraph 209 of the Report. We are further strengthened in this our assertion by the fact 
that the Commissioners went to the extent of subdividing the contiguous areas Into “A” and "B" 
areas Having regard to these groupings. we submit that in justice to the Indian community. 
the First Broome Commission should have omy taken the acdulsitions which fell within the 
“CG” areas as being purchases in predominantly Buropean areas. 

26, In paragraph $11 the Commisstoners deal with the ease put up by the Indian 
community in regard to neglect on the part of the Council to provide predominantly non- 
European areas with all civic amenities, ‘The Commissioners maintain that there has been no 
deliberate neglect by the Council of the needs of the Indian community. — Nowwith- 
standing this statement, we are satisfied that there are still many Indian areas tn the old Borough 
Where the same measure of clvié amenities as are available in the European localities is absent 
Tt would be interesting to note that @ road In the heart of the Indian educational centre Is 
still overgrown with grass, and during the rainy season Indian children have to wade through 
pools of water. ‘This neglect still continues notwithstanding the fact. that the Commissioners 
of the last Broome Commission were shown this particular road. If this is not an instance of 
dellberate neglect on Ue part of the Counoll, we should luke to know what is. We are aware 
that the “elvie purse is not bottomless,” but there is no gainsaylng that when It comes t 
providing elvic amenities for Indians, the Durban City Counell ts extremely laguard. 

27, In paragraph 332 the Commission refers (o the assertion by the Indian community 
that the entry of wives and children into Natal In terms of the Cape Town Agreement was a 
factor which remulted in the purchasing of a number of properties. The Commissioners 1 
Accepting this as a minor reakon, referted to the fact that 19,855 Natal Indians had returned te 
India under the voluntary repatriation scheme Inaugurated as a tesult of the same Agreement. 
Tt Is true that @ large mumber of Indians returned to India, but they formed part of the 
floating population. Even if this number of Indiana remained In Natal, they would not have 
been the class that would have acquired property. It is therefore unfatr to quote the number 
Of repatriated Indians as un offset against the figure of 2.212 Tndian wives and children who 
entered Natal and Transvaal between 1927 and 1940, 

28, In paragraphs 336 and 337 the Commission has «lven reasons in order of thelr 
Importance, for the acquisition of property by Indians. ‘The Mrst and most important 1s the 
“lack of housing and clyic amenities In predominantly Indian areas.” We polnted out at the 
outset that one of the fundamental principles of the Cape Town Agreement wus the provision 
of hovsing needs of the Indian community “in and around Durban.” 


WESTERN STANDARD OF LIVING. 


29. The Western standard of living, as envisaged in the Cape Town Agreement, cannot 
in any measure be attained by Indians unless the opportunity of living in decent housing and 
fn Ideal surroundings was given to them, Since 1027, as we have wlready pointed out, the 
Durban Counci has made no attempt nor has the Union Government forced it to provide 
houses for a class among our people who with their advance in education and Improvement 
in thelr earning capacity, Is actuated with an Urge to conform to the Western standard of 
living. Tt ls this class of people who purchase properties in contiguous areas, and In some 
eases in predominantly European areus, It is only just to assert that in the absence of any 
provision being made either by the Government or by the Durban City Couneil, the Indians 
are driven to acquire these propertics 

30, It must be remembered that the Durban City Council whenever it opens some of its 
unalienated lands for European nequlsition and occupation provides all clyle amenities, and the 
best at that. It Is an undisputed fact that Europeans will not purchase any site whlch has 
hot theie amenities. It is but natural for the Indian who is endeavouring to live up to the 
ideals set forth In the Cape Town Agreement, that he should purchase property where there is 
4 semblance of these amenities, 

31. On the question of the number of acquisitions by Indians, it will be interesting to 
go Into the figures for a single year ax between European and Indian aequisitions. 


In 1940 the Fegistered number of the Deed of Transfer of the last transaction was 6119, 
which represents the number of property transactions. ‘These transfers are in respect of the 
whole of the Province of Natal, It cannot be gainsald that the majority of these transfers are 
in respect of the old Borough of Durbun and the added areas, Out of these, the Tudlan Com- 
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munity of the old Borough of Durban acquired only 59 properties. Again in the year 1941 the 
number of the last Deed of Transfer {s 6,451 and the Indisns acquired 77 properties. Tn 1942 the 
last Deed Number 1s 7,092 and the number that the Indians acquired Js 199. Taking the popu- 
lation Increases and the number of acquisitions together, ane fact emerges that the number of 
Indian acquisitions 1s not 90 alarming as the Durban City Council attempts to show. 

32. In page three of Its memorandum to the Second Broome Commission, the Council 
points out that a “general upward trend In the yearly totals Of Indian acquisitions which was 
remarked upon by the previous Commission in paragraph 305 of Its report has nov only been 
maintained but has been very sharply accelerated". We say with emphasis that this character 
{sation is unfair and unjust to the Indian Community in that the word “acceleration” stiould 
only have been used in comparing acquisitions of Indians with those of Europeans, ‘The Counc! 
ix showing that in 1941 there were 77 acquisitions by Indians and 196 in 1942 has done an Injustice 
to our people by falling to show the corresponding purchases by Europeans, 


RESTRICTIONS ON TRADE. 


‘83. If the effect of restrictions on trade imposed by the Union Government during the 
Great War of 1014-1918 was taken Into account, one ls struck by the fact that the restrictions on 
trade and commerce duting the present war are greater and sharper. 

‘These resttictions have contributed towards the greater Muidity of money with the 
result that the purchasing power of all classes of the population, particulurly in the direction 
Of the acquiring of properties, has been greater than in the last war. ‘There are other reasons 
that ean be adduced, but we submit that if comparison were made between European acquist- 
tons and Tndian acquisitions, the Indians cannot be accused of having accelerated in the 
purchase of propertios. 

34. In thle connection, we should Uke to quote what the Lange Commission of 1920 
stated in regard to the sudden rise in the acquisition of properties 


“It may be accounted for by the fuct, that, owing to abnormal conditions in the 
market of the world during war period, Asiatics as well as Europeans realised larger 
profits In business which they invest in fixed properties.” 

Nothing can be truer today than It was in 1920. 

45, In the third chapter of the Summary of Conclusions reached by the Round Table 
Conference in 1927, the Union Government signified Its willingness to go Into the question of 
limitation of the sale of munteipal land subject to restrietive conditions, Apart from the fact 
that the Union Government appointed the Thornton Committee to ongulre Into housing con- 
ditions, the most Important aspect of the question, Unnt Is the limitation of the sale of municl- 
pal land subject to restrictive conditions, has never been enquired into. Notwithstanding the 
fact that the Indian Community was unjustly treated in regard to this no redress was given 
to ensure relaxation of these restrictions in favour of the Indians, Thus this obligation on 
the part of the Union Government was ignored. We submit that had this been implemented and 
te Durban City Council pressed by the Union Government to afford the Indian Community 
Feasonable opportunity of acquiring adequate residential sites, this cry of alleged “penetration’ 
would never have risen. 


THE LAWRENCE COMMITTEE, 


36. At thin stage we should Ike to recount the circumstances under which the Lawrence 
Committee was set Up, and thoxe that contributed to the breaking-up of that Committee. ‘This 
Committee was constituted by you on the l4th March 1949, and its terms of reforence were a5 
follows: 

“That Natal Indian Association haying expressed its willingness to co-operate with the 
Durban Borough Counell in preventing the uequisition by or on behulf of Indians of property 
In areas within the Borough of Durban which are wholly or predominantly occupied for residen- 
Wal purposes by Europeans Tt ts, therefore, agreed that Committees will be appointed by the 
Durbun Borough Counell and by the Natal Indian Association respectively, which will co- 
operate ty joint consultation and otherwise In respect of specific Instances of such intended 
Acquisition and generally In respect of matters having bearing on this problem which both Com- 
mittees accept as appropriate for consideration in this way.” 

87. The Committee functioned from 14th March 1940 to 1ath June 1041. In accordance 
with Its Terms of Reference the Representatives of the Natal Indian Association on the Lawrence 
Committee made several successful attempts to dissuade their compatriots from purchasing 
properties In what are regarded as predominantly European areas, This 1s amply borns out by 
the expression of appreciation found in the following resolution which was passed by the Law- 
rence Committee on the 18th April 1940; 

‘That this Committee places on record its apprecintion of the assistance rendered by the 
Indian Representatives of the Committee in investigating and reporting on the cases submitted 
fo this Committes from time to time.” 

98, ‘This Commuittoe in Its memorandum to the first Broome Commission stated that: 


“gince its inauguration the number of cases which have been laid before it had 
steadily diminished. 


30. ‘That the work done by the Indian Representatives was effective 14 proved by the tact 
(hat in i940 the number of acquisitions way only 59. Both in the years 1940 und 1941 there have 
bean many proposuls on the part of our people to acquire properties in predominantly European 
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areas which commanded good views and possessed all the civic amenities, but the Indian Repre- 
Bentatives on the Committee were able to prevail upon them, by holding out the hope that 
the Durban City Councli would provide them with its cholce sites, to desist from purchasing 
these properties. That the Indian Representatives had held out plows hopes, unfulfilled and 
unrealised, is evidenced by the deadiock that was reached by Mie Lawrence Committee witeh, 
Recessitated your visit to Durban, and addressing the Tull Committee on the 7th November 
1940. This was also a result of the interview that the Representatives had with you at.Pre- 
torla when they potnted out that men like Dr, 1 M. Seedat and other Indians who, though 
they had purchased properties in what are alleged ay predominantly Buropean areas, wore 
pressed by the Indian Representatives to refrain from occupying them, ‘This proved that on, 
hon-statutory lines It was posible to dissuade Indians from purchasing properties in pre- 
dominantly European areas provided that the Durban Clty Counell played the game with the 
Tadian Community and had given sites for these professional and other wealthy Indians. 

40. On the 7th November, 1940, you addressed the full Lawrence Committee at Durban, 
and made some pertinent remarks aguinat the Durban City Council in regard to ita neglect to 
Provide sites for Indian acquisition. This ts what you said: 


“It was made clear. subsequently to the issue of the Terms of Reference, that the 
Question of housing accommodation would be one for consideration by the Joint Committoe. 
Ho thought this aspect was fundamental. On the one hund, if the Indian Representatives: 
‘wore asked to prevent penetration by thelr people into predominantly European localllies, 
they had every right to ask that areas be set aside which they can occupy. They should 
not leave the Indian Community in the lurch. What had struck him was that this 
report, while turning down the specific sites which had been under review, made no slter- 
hutive offer. It did seem Lo bim, prima faele, that Us fact did disclose a cane for the 
Indian Community.” 


THE LAWRENCE COMMITTEE SABOTAGED. 


41. It will be observed that you charged the Durban Clty Counen with the duty of aub- 
mitting alternate sites. ‘This has not ax yet been dons by the City Council. On the 22nd December 
1941, the Tndinn Representatives sent a letter to the Town Clerk in which they compluined of 
certain decisions arrived at in regard to the work of the Lawrences Committee without ony 
reforence to them. Observation was also made In that letter that since your visit to Durban on 
‘7th November 1940, to 22nd December 1941, there wero only two meetings held, We comment on 
this lo show that whilst you, ax representing the Union Government, were endeavouring with 
the asslitance of the Natal Indian Association, to bring about « solution on non-statutory lines, 
of this question of alleged “penetration”, the Durban City Council wan bent upon frustrating 
your attempts, We have never known. of any instance in the hlitory of the Union Govern= 
Mient where a local authority has treated the Government and a large part of its population 
‘with utter contempt as the Durban City Counci) has done, 

42, We are satiated, and we have no doubt that we have oxtablished the fact that alnce 
June 1941, there were deilberate attempts on the part of the Durban Clty Council to sabotage 
the Lawrence Committee, and this Is borne out by the fact that one of the Councils Represen. 
fatives of the Committee went to the extent of addressing a meoting of Indiana whore he stated 
that the continuance of the Lawrence Committee was futile and that no good purpose would 
be served by the Committee, Towards the end of 1941 whilst the Indian Representatives were 
still endeavouring to continue the work of the Lawrence Committers. the Durban City Council 
fostered an agitation against alleged Thdian “penetration.” ‘This resulted in your again address— 
ing the full Lawrence Committee at the Durban City Hall on the 24th Muy, 1942 AL this 
meeting you pressed the Lawrence Committes ta continue its function on non-statutory lines 
but the City Council notwithstanding thelr consistent fatlure to call regular meetings with a 
view to affording the Indian Representatives to continue thelr work, pressed for statutory powers 
being givon to the Lawrence Committee, 

42, In a press statement by you Immediately after the mocting of 24th May 1942, you 
stated, inter alin 


“He emphasised, however, that he did not visualise the Lawrence Committee confining 
{ta activities to this question calleged Indian penetration) and he urged the Clty Council's 
repreventatives to give proper attention to such question as housing and the provision of 
civic amenities in Indian areas. All three of these questions were in hls opinion Insepara- 
bly linked together.” 


Despite this, the Town Council deliberately wrecked the Lawrence Committee. 





THE SECOND BROOME COMMISSION, 


44. We have Just studied the Report of the Second Broome Commission which was 
tabled In the House of Assembly (6th April, 1943) and wish to offer our comments and criticisms 
thereon, In paragraph 17 the Comminsicner has classifed 326 purchases In three xroups: 
In “A” areas 106. 
In “B" areas 33, 
In “C” areas 192, 
49. The Commissioner has made no attempt in the absence of Information and because 
‘of stress of time to wo Into the question of occupation of these sites. In the Report of the Firat 
Broome Commission it was found that approximately 30% of acqulaitions were Tndlan occupied. 

















and that 70% were nequired by Indians for Investment purposes. On a rough analysis made of 
the 926 acquisitions referred to above, we are safe in saying that approximately S3%¢ of these 
are occupied by Indians and thus wo have it that the major portion of these properties have 
been acquired by them for investment purposes. It Js true that in 1942 there has been a larger 
acquisition of property than in preylous years. Of the 195 acquisitions in 1042 and in the Mrst 
two months in 194% the Commissioner has found that 78 fell in Block “AL”. If an analysis 
were made of the properties purchased in Block “AL, it would be found that some of these 
purchasers were those who wore prevalled upon by the Indian members of the Lawrence Com- 
mittoe not to purchase any property in predominantly European areas, because Of the hope we 
held out that the Durban City Council would open out for them some of its lands which 
command "views" and which would have all civic amenities. ‘The properties In Block “AL” possess 
All these foatures, namely the extent of the land is large, the roads are well maintained, 
Highting Js good, and transport facilities excellent. In view of these circumstances It is not 
unreasonable that because of the break-up of the Lawrence Committee and the failure on the 
part of the Durban City Council to provide sites that many of the acquisitions for residential 
Purposes have heen centralised in Block “AL”. 


40. ‘To substantiate our point, we need only refer to the Schedules Al, A2. Ad and the 
Schedules for January and February acquisitions which the Durban City Council submitted with 
its Memorandum to the Second Broome Commission, ‘There ix one remarkable feature In these 
Schedules. Out of the 7% properties acquired by Indians In Block "AL", only three were pur~ 
chased by our people before the Council had wrecked the Lawrence Committee. The fourth 
property was purchased on the 4th July, 1041, and when tt became known that the Durban City 
Council was determined not to continue with the Lawrence Committee and that there was no 
hope of the Council offering any of it own Wnallenated lands in the old Borough of Durban for 
Indian acquisitions, our people commenced purchasing properties in Block “AL” area where te 
European sellers were willing to sell and the Indian purchasers were willing to buy. If the 
78 acquisitions In Block “AL” were eliminated for the purposes of enquiry by any Commission, 
It would be found that the agitation of penetration would be without foundation. We deny that 
Ubis area has been deliberately selected for Indian acquisition, 


47. It was most unfortunate that the Commissioner was precluded from going into reasons 
for the acquisitions of the 78 properties in Block "AL". If he had been authorised to do so, ne 
Would have, we claim, apportioned a considerable amount of blame for these acquisitions to 
the Durban City Councll because of its persistent and insistent neglect. 


48. In regard to “A” areas where there have been 106 acquisitions, it Js clear having regard, 
to the Increasing Indian population In the old Borough of Durban, and to the fallure of the 
Durban Clty Counell to provide housing consistent with the requirements of our people, st was 
inevitable that the overflow from the seven “green areas” must be Into the "A" areas, “A” areas 
wore found by the First Broome Commission to be closely contiguous to the “ren areas" whlch 
have already become or will very soon become predominantly Indian owned. On this ground 
tho 108 acqiisitions 18 “A" areas cannot be regarded as “Indian penetration 


49, ‘The “BX nrons were deseribed ax adjoining the “A” areas into which there has been 
considerable Indian infiltration, but which are still predominantly European owned. In these 
Sp" areas there are Yf acquisitions, In Wie Report of the Pirst Broome Commission Wt was found 
that of the @2 acquisitions in the “B" areus there were only 18 under Indian oecupation. In 
other words 69 of these aeguisitions were investments. ‘The same answer applies to the 38 new 
Requisitions, hat Is the greater percentage of thes properties hus been acquited for investment 
purposes, We hive said before that approximately 83% of the 326 acquisitions will be found to 
be Indian oceuplod, and the balance therefore represents investments 


























WAR CONDITIONS. 


50. In paragraph 25 of the Second Report, the Commissioner points out that "many 
reasons were advanced and there is probably an element of truth in them all. ‘The abnormal 
conditions brought about by the war undoubtedly play some part." Identical reasons were ad- 
vanced by the Lange Commission In 1920, The abnormality of purchase of properties In each 
base Wax due to war conditions, We stresy the point that trade and landed property are the 
only sources of Investments which our people regard as belng safe, and in whieh they Invest 
Practically ail thelr montes. We refuse to accept the reason given in paragraph 27, There is no 
Intention on the part of the Indian Community to “pass through the door while It Is still ajar," 
whatever that may mean. In paragraph 28, however, the Commissioner admits that “all this is 
merely speculation”. ‘The Indlan Community declines to be condemned on reasons based on 
"speculation, and furthermore this is wholly inconsistent with the reusons found in paragraph 
25, 











51. ‘The terms of Reference of the Second Broome Commission excluded the Commissioner 
from going into reasons for the 326 acquisitions and basing his findings thereon, but in this, our 
statement, we have in duty bound to advance tie reasons which actuated’ our people to 
Acquife these properties and they are additional to those which were found by the First Broome 
Commission and contained in paragraphs 336 and 3ST of its Report, respectively: 


(4) The feeling of security brought about by the Cape Town Agreement, 


(2) Tho Inereased prosperity brought about by the umelioration of thelr condition resulting 
from the Cape Town Agreement 





(2) ‘The entry into the Natal feld of some Transvaal Indians as a result of thelr statutory 
inability to own immovable property in the Transvaal. 
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QQ) The lack of housing and clyic amenities in predominantly Indian areas: 

(2) ‘The increase in the Indian population; 

(3) The improved standard of living of Indians resulting partly from the Cape Town Auré 
ment and the consequent Increased demand for dwellings soparate from tradinie 
premises: 

(4) The neceptunce by Indians of Western standards of living resulting partly from the 
Cape Town Agreement, and Wie consequent Increased demand for separate dwellings 
apart from the ancestral home; 

(5) The entry of Indian families as a result of the Cape Town Agreement and (he con- 
sequent increased demand for dwellings: 

(6) The desire by Indiana to “demonstiate equality" with Europeans or to make “gestures 
of defiance” against seqregation, 

ADDITIONAL REASONS. 

52, The following, we claim, are the additional reasons: 

(D The deliberate sabotaging of the Lawrence Committee by the Durban City Council 
which engendered the feeling that the Durban Counell would never at any time make 
available sites for Indian acquisition. This is regarded as a breach of faith and nulli- 
fying a "Gentleman's Agreement” brought into existence by you. 

(2) ‘The abnormal conditions brought about by the War, which resulted In greater fluldity 
‘of money and greater euse with which our people were able to obtain finance for 
purchasing properties, 

(3) The greater restrictions in control of trade, Industries and other businesses by the 
Government brought about an accumulation of money which Indians in common with 
other people diverted to investment in properties 

93, In any case taking the whole of the acquisitions since the advent of the Indians in 
Durban, that Is — 11th November, 1860 — the total area of properties acquitted by Indians since 
that date to the 28th February, 1943, cannot be more than 404 acres. 

54, ‘The extent of the seven “green” areas, ax we have sald before, 16 204 acres, and even 
on a Iiberal compntation the extent of area of all Tndian acquisitions of properties from. Ist 
Jantary, 1927 to 2th February, 1043 —a period of 16 yeurs—eannot be more than 200 acres, 
‘To regard this small acreage as a “penetration” problem as ayainst the 5012 acres which accord- 
{ng to the Durban Counc] Is predominantly European, is In our confirmed view: 

(a) A dental by Durban Council of the spirit of the Cape Town Agreement, especially of 

the responsibilty assumed by the Union Government 

(b) A denial to discharge its civic duties to the Indian Burgesses and Ratepayers: 

<e) A contradiction of its profession that as trustees and custodians of the rights and 
interests of all sections of Burgesses tt la Impartial and fair in the discharge of Ita 
duties, obligations and responsibilities, 

THE HISTORY OF INDIANS, 

We now come to deal with the second part of this Statement to you, I a survey of 
the Indian question there Is unhappily a misapprehension of facts and even an exaggeration 
of how Indian Immigration into Natal originated, It ly not our intention to burden this Statement 
With its bistorteal aspect and its diferent phases, Tt is necessary for our purpose to ive in broad 
Outline the origin of the entry into Natal of Indians under a system of immigration, 

55, The other day in the House of Parliament, a member of the Parllament speaking on 
Indian “penetration” stated: 

“Some people say that this 1s the Natal problem: we are always having {t thrown 
up at us that Natal got the Indians there. Well, Sir, I deny the allegation. ‘The people 
of Natal did not bring the Indians there.” 

‘This 1s a mis-statement of facts of recorded history of Indian immigration into Natal. 

56. The Reports of the Wragge Commission in 1887, of the Solomon Commission in 1914, 
and of the Lange Commission in 1921, and other official documents trace the history of the 
Tndian immigration Into Natal and establish one indisputable and undeniable fact that Indian, 
labour was recruited from India at the specific Invitation of Natal and its people, 

57. In or about the year 1859 Sir Geo. Gray. then Governor of the Capo visited Natal 
on whieh occasion the Durban Corporation presented an address which Inchided the following 
passage: — 

‘Independently of measures for developing the labour of our own natives, we belleve 
Your Excellency will And occasion to sanction the introduction of a limited number of 
Indians or other Inbourera from the East, In ald of the new enterprise on the Const 
Lands, to the success of which sufficient and reliable labour is absolutely essential, for 
the fact cannot be too strongly borne in mind that on Uke success or failure of those 
Thing enterprises depends the advancement of the Colony or Its certain and rapid decline 
Experimental cultivation has abundantly demonstrated that the issue depends solely on a 
constant supply of labour’ 

58, The matter was immediately taken up by the Imperial Government, which made the 
most solemn promises to the Government of India that people who were to be brought over to 
Natal would be treated with every possible consideration during the term of Indenture, and 
that after thelr indenture they would be allowed to settle in Natal and have every Cacility given 
thom that they might prosper In the country, 
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IMMIGRATION OF INDIANS. 


59, ‘The immigration of Indians to Natal commenced in 1860 and ceased at the special 
instance of the Government of India in 1911. Not only were the Indians encouraged to settle 
in Natal, but were provided with free gifts of land on expiry of indenture, provided they gave 
up thelr right to a free passage back to India. ‘There {s still a number of Indian families in 
Braemar (Umainita) who still retain ownership of these gifts of land. 

600, ‘There are on record numerous testimonies to testify to the worth and value of Indians 
Introduced into Natal. Wo give but ane instance of a tribute pald by the Inte Sir Lelge Hulett, 
who, speaking in the old Natal Legislative Assembly In July, 1008, sald:— 


“The conditions of the Colony before the importation of Indian labour was one of 
kioom; it was one that then and there threatened to extinguish the vitality of the country. 
and it was only by the Goyernment assieting the importation of Inbour that the country 
began at once to thrive. The Coast has been turned into one of the most prosperous 
parts of South Africa. ‘They could not find in the whole of the Cape and Transvaal what 
could be found In the Coast of Natal — 10,000 acres of land in one plot and in one crop — 
‘and that was entirely due to the importation of Indians Durban was absolutely built up 
on the Indian population.” 


61. ‘That the Indians are no Intruders nor interlopers into Natal is established by these 
hustorlesl facts. In the wake of Indentured labour came the traders and other of thelr own 
‘accord, and the Indian population Js to-day. therefore, a composite one, 


CHANGE OF ATTITUDE, 


62. The year 1806 saw a change of attitude by white settlers towards the Indians. They 
feared that In course of time they might be swamped by a third race, the Indians, and that 
thelr elvilization, their traditions, and the character of their Institutions under which they lived 
and under which they had been brought up, would be jeopardised by the Influx of Indians tnto 
the country. ‘This apprehension on the part of the white population gave tise to the introduc~ 
Hon in the old Natal Parliament of three important enactients—Act No. 0 of 1896, which deprived 
the Indian of his parllamentary franchise: Immigration Restriction Act No. 1 of 107, which. 
Fentricted the free entry of Tndians; and Uhe General Dealers’ Act No. 18 of 1897, whieh placed 
in the hands of local authorities discretionary powers to grant or refuse trade licences, 

63, The objects of these laws were based on political considerations and trade jealousy, 
‘They deprived the Indian of his yote and restricted his commercial activities by assigning 
unfettered powers to local authorities to curtail and limit Indian trade, 

64. Notwithstanding the fact that free immigration of Indians to Natal was prohibited by 
the Immigration Restriction Act above referred to, the white colonists were eager for the 
continuous supply of Indian labour, and when the question of prohibiting indentured tmmiira~ 
tion to Natal was faised In the Indian Legislature, earnest representations were made by the 
then Natal Government, and the Secretary of State for India gave the following assurance 
to the Colors! OMice, in a letter dated the 2nd December, 1900:— 

“1 am to say that the Government of Natal have passed an Act anionding the Dealer's 

Licences Act, 20 as to give the right of appeal to the Supreme Court against the with- 

drawal of Wcences. ‘The Secretary of State gives an assurance, that the immigration of 

indentured Tadians will not be stopped until the Union Government has come into existence 
and decided on its future policy in the matter. Tt 1s understood that the duration of the 

Period will not execed one year from the present date.” 


65. It will tims be noted that in order to gain the benefits of Indian Iabour, ond as a 
auld pro quo, the Government of Natal went to the extent of amending Its own Act, and 0 
Affording the desired relief to the Indian trading community, 

65, With the stoppage of both free and indentured immigration of Indians to the Union 
of South Africa becoming a settled fact, the treatment of resident Indian population became a 
Source of constant trouble, 

67. The Indian community addressed a petition to the Secretary of State for the Colones 
and received in a Despatch dated 24th December, 1909, the following assurance with a view to 
Allaying the fears on the part of the Tndians:— 


“With reference to the Petition slened by the Indians in Natal regarding their 
position Under closer Union, forwarded to His Excellency under cover of your letter of the 
14th July Inst, I have the honour to inform you that the Petition was fully transmitted 
to the Right Honourable, the Secretary for State for the Colonies, who, in a Despatch dated 
24th December last, desices that the Petitioners’ attention should be drawn to the amend 
ment of Section 147 of the Act of Union, leaving control and administtation of matters 
especially and differentially affecting Aslatics within the province of the Governor-General- 
in-Counell.” 





“This provision, while not repealing certain legislation, as desired by the Petitioners, 
will, as His Majesty's Government trust, assure consideration of questions affecting Indians 
jn @ broad and generous splett.” 

“In regard to the second part of the Petition, I am to Inform you that His Majesty's 
Goyernmient have not felt themselves able to advise the appointment of a Royal Cammis~ 
sion, more especially as by the recent amendment of Dealers’ Licenees Act an appeal 1s 
now allowed to the Supreme Court in all cases of the refusal of a licence to existing holders.”

RESTRICTIONS ON IMMIGRATION, 


8, On the Indian side it was generally accepted that the Immigration Restriction Act 
of 1913 which prohibited the free entry of Indians into the Union, would elevate thelr status 
and assure them peace and security, This is fully borne out by the spcech of General Smuts 
at the Imperial Conference in 1917 when he sald: — 

“7 feol mure, I have always felt sure. that once the white community in South Africa 

‘wore tid of the fear that they were golng to be flooded by unlimited tmmigration from 

Tndia, all the other questions would be considered subsidiary. and become easily and 

perfectly soluble, ‘That this 1s the position in which we are now. ‘The fear which formerly 

Gbsessed the settlers then has been removed, the great principle of restricting immigration 

ie now on our Statute Book with the consent of the Indian population in South Africa 

and the Indian authorities in India.” 

89. We now refer to the Asiatic Inquiry Commission, presided over by Mr. Justice Lange 
in 1920. ‘This Commission was directed to engulre into the question of acaulsition of land and 
trading rights affecting Indians in the Union. After elaborate investigation Into the whole 
matter, this Commission recommended that there should be no compulsory segregation of Indians, 
Tt ts Important to quote a passage from its Report on the question of segregation, This ix what 
they said-— 

“We find ourselves wholly unable to support the poliey of repression which was 
advocated by some of the witnesses. Indiscriminate segregation of Aslatics in localities 
and similar restrictive measures would result and eventually reduce them to helotry, Such 
measures, apart from thelr Injustice and inhumanity, would degrade the Asiatic and react 
upon the European.” 


THE CLASS AREAS BILL. 


70. In 1924 the Union Government introduced the Class Areas Bill to segregate the Indians 
wILNin specified areas, Owing to a change of Government the Bill was not proceeded with, but 
a more formidable Bill, known as the Areas Reservation, Immigration and Rewistration Bul. was 
Introduced by the Union Government In 1926. This BIll, among other things, almed at com- 
pulsory commercial and residential segregation, and restriction of the rights of acquiring 
immovable property by Indians. 

11, The Indian community throughout the Union voiced its opposition to this Bill, and 
passed a resolution stating thelr objections on the ground that tt Imposed on them a racial 
Stigma, a facial inferiority and consiimed them to a state of helotry. ‘This Bill led to the visit 
to this country of the Paddison Deputation appointed by the Government of India. 

72 After investigating and collecting evidence and data, this Deputation tendered evidence 
before a Select Committee on Dr. Malan’s Bill. They emphasised that — 

“diane without exception look upon the application of the prineiple of complete 
kogroyation as a racial stigma, and it is galling to thelr national oride to feel that men 
of their raco may sit in Council Chamber of the Empire beside the most distinguished 
statesmen, but in South Africa they may not live In proximity to the humblest of white 
subjects; that Tagore, though he was worthy of the Nobel prize for literature, could if he 
were In’ South Africa, reside only in a slum lke Boksburg of Germiston.’ 

“The fact that the Bill provides for exemptions 14 no consolation to them: for they 
realise that no Indian, truly proud of his origin, will seek personal aggrandisement at the 
sacrifice of association with his fellows—a severence of association which would eventually 
destroy his yalue ag a factor in the uplift of his nationals.” 


‘THE PADDISON DEPUTATION. 


73. ‘The strong case made out by the Paddison Deputation against the principle of 
segregation as contained In Dr. Malan’s Bill led to the Rowtnd Table Conference between the 
Government of India and the Government of the Union of South Africa in Cape Town in 1926. 
‘This Conference eoncluded the Cape Town Agreement, with the result that the Bill was with- 
drawn, 

74 That the Cape Town Agreement assured a sense of security to the Indian Community 
there is no question, ‘The Indians regard jt as their “Magna Charta” and in high quarters it 
Was doseribed as the dawning of a new era for the Indian Community. We quote the Uplift 
Clause of the Cape Town Agreement 

“The Union Gavernment firmly belleve in and adhere to the principle that it Is the duty 
of every civilised Government to devise ways and means and to take all possible steps 
for the uplifting of every nection of thelr permanent population to the full extent of thelr 
capacity and opportunities, and accept the view that in the provision of educational and 
other facilities the considerable rumber of Indians who will remain part of the permanent 
population should not be allowed to lag behind other sections of the people.’ 

75. The First Broome Commission which sat as recently as 1940—1941. in referring to the 
signifeance of the "uplift clause sald “it is undoubtedly an important landmark in the history 
of Indo-European relation in South Africa.” 


DEPRIVATION OF MUNICIPAL VOTE. 

76. We should like to emphasise here that not patisfled with depriving the Tadian of his 
parliamentary franchise and relegating his trade by administration of Mcencing laws to 
Umited areas the Natal Provincial Council made further inroads on the rights of Indians tn 
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regard to thelr municipal franchise, whieh they postessed until 1924, In that year an Ordinance 
was passed by the Natal Provincial Council dispossessing the Indian, although a burgess ond a 
rate payer, of his right to vote ut Municipal elections. The extent of the subterfuge empleyed 
tn achieving this end may astound eivilised nations, Tn Natal, every person of the age of 21 
years and upwards. who is the owner of Immovable property of the value of £50 or more, oF 
{is the renter of immovable property of the yourly value of €10 or more, is entitled to vote. A 
large number of Indians was cligibie to this qualifeation. But in order to dispusses the Indian of 
this right to vote, he Provincial Council took the extraordinary uclion of invoking the pro- 
visions of an old Natal Act No. ® of 1896 which deprived the Indian of ble parliamentary 
franchise and laid down that no person who was not parliamentary voter may be a muni- 
cipal voter, 

‘Vi. ‘The Indian's voice thus became impotent and he hat no power to influence by the 
exercise of his vote, the courso of administration of Municipal affairs by a local authority. 
‘One ovil resulting from thie is that no matter whatever large yosted Interests Indiana may 
possess, they are powerless to make thelr needs felt before a body of Councillors comprised entirely. 
of Europeans. 

78. As long as the old Act of Natal which disposseassd the Indian of tala parliamentary 
franchise remains on the Statute Book, no Indian could ever become eligible to a Munteipal 
vote, which he may otherwise in all respects be qualified ta possess. 

79. Tt muy be recalled that the Smuts Government vetoed a sitmllar ordinance on twer 
oceusions, bul the Hertzog Government on cominy inte power in 1924, assented to this Ordinance 
KNo, 19 of 1924, Natal)

ULATIONS have 
been issued under sec- 
tion two of the Indian 
Immigration Trust Board 
(Natal) Transfer Act, 1920, 
for the working of the Asia- 
tic Affairs Advisory Board 
recently appointed by the 
the Union Government, For 
the interest of our readers 
the regulations are_ pul 
fa elsewhere in this issue, 
Prior to the above-men- 
tioned Act (Act No 43 of 
1920) the Indian Tmmigra- 
tion Trust Board of Natal, 
‘which was incorporated un- 
er section two of law No, 
15 of 1880 of Natal was in 
existence, Since the Act 
of 1920 came into existence 
the Trust Board ceased to 
exist, and all the duties re= 
lating to Indian Immigea- 
tion were transferred to the 
Government of the Union, 
Now the old Natal laws re- 
wg to Indians dealt with 
Indian Immigrants who came 
under indenture, ‘The inden- 
ture system was however, 
abolished in. 4913 and there 
was no purpose in keep: 
we these laws any longer 
on the Natal Statute Book, 
The Union Government, 
ever since the powers under 
those laws were transferred 
to it in 1920, apparently 
went to sleep and has now 
woke up after nearly a 
quarter of a century to 
put those laws into effect. 
Using the 1920 Act as a 
lever the Union Govern: 
ment has created what is 
known as the Asiatic Affairs 
Advisory Board and. the 
members of the Board were 
announced in the Union 
Gazette dated February 19, 
Sapa Reuter from Cape- 
town whilst reporting the 
creation of this Advisory 
Board stated as follows 
“In conformity with the Gov:

Of the present war 
which will be long 


remembered is black mar- 
‘keting which is being done 
in South Africa, — During 
the last Great War prices 
had soared high and there 
was much speculation in 
calico but all the essential 
things of life were obtain 
able at reasonable prices, 
During the present War the 
Government has put into 
force special measures to 
control the prices of food 
stuffs and other necessities 
of life with the result that 
all those things have dis. 
appeared from the market 
and yet it is sald that from 
4 pin to a motor car anid 
even landed properties: can 
till be obtained from black 
market. OF what worth 
are the Goverment’s war 
measures if such things are 
possible? 

“This War for victory has 
deprived the poor man of 
his peace and the weilthy 
man is busy "making hay 
while the sun shines.” War 
hhas at least come to, 
a blessing in disguise. Gov- 
ermnent’s war measures to 
control the prices of essen- 
tial things of life were to pro- 
tect the people from being 
exploited by unscrupulous 
businessmen, but the pur- 
pose has not been achieved. 
‘The poor man is groaning 
more than ever from want 
Of the necessities of life. 
Where there is that want 
‘people are bound to become 
desperate and in that state 
they naturally resort to 
eriminal acts.

OMMENTING on the ap- 
polntment of the new 
Viceroy, the Stor (Johannesburg) 
writes:—-Once more the political 
prophets have been confounded. 
Much speculation about pro- 
able succetors to Lord Lin 
Tithgow, as Viceroy of India, 
thas been advanced in receat 
‘weeks, but few people predicted 
the appointment of Vield.Mar- 
shal Sir Archibald Wavell to 
the highest vice-reeal office under 
the Crown, Nevertheless, it is 
fa shrewd and far-seeing choice, 
Sie Archibald koows the East 
‘as few of his contemporaries, 
‘and his occupancy of the office 
‘of Commmander.in Chief in fadia 
Guriog the past two years has 
Vrought him in very close touch 
with all those elements, civil 
fand military alike, with whom 
he will have to collaborate in 
the difficult year ahead. The 
office of Viceroy is purely a 
civilian one, For this reason 
‘lone its occupancy by a soldier 
ymeasurably strengthens the 
Imperial Government at a time 
when the closest co-operation 
between the services and the 
civil administration ia needed, 
to withstand the Axis menace 
in the East. With General Sir 
Claude Auchinleck as the new 
Commander in Chief in India, 
the happiest and closest co- 
ordination between the two 
lemeats cag be confidently ex- 
pected.

‘opens the way for relieving both

been undertaken by the come 
mittee for about twelve years. 
For a tima it ean be carried on 
in bortowed premises though 
under severe limitations as. to 
the nature aad quantity of the 
‘work, But jaevitably with an 
tural development, the work out. 
‘urows these limitations and 
Permanent, specially adapted

The third typa of work—pee

wilfully brought about the 
crisis and they are not much 
concerned about the lives 
of the people. The 
people have lost confi- 
dence in the present Gove 
emnment and all the leaders 
in whom they have cone 
fidence are behind: prison 
bars. This state of affairs 
would never have come 
about bad there been a 
National Government at the 
Cemtre and the Provinces 
‘wore it realy autonomous. 
What ean be done in such 
Sircumstance? There is not 
fone trusted leader in India 
efi outside who could be 
relied upon to serve the ine 
terestaof the people. Those 
who enjoy the confidence of 
the people are looked upon 
‘with doubt by tha Gover 
ment. We are very reluc~ 
tant therefore to. advise our 
brethren inthis country to 
send any funds or for that 
matter even  foodstutls wo 
India to be administered by 
the Government.

The South African Press does

lal Gandhi. This is how it ap- 
peared in Saturday's issue: 

“The Bengal famine has ended 
its most acute stage, according 
toa cable received to-day by 
Ms. Manilal Gandhi of Durban, 
fom his brother, Mr. Devadas 
Gandhi, of New Delhi, who 
suggetss that the authorities 
should be persuaded to make 
‘ne ship availavle immediately 
to permit South African Indians 
to buy and export cereals to 
Calcutta or Bombay. This, he 
‘says, would be a great achieve-

The 
Government of India has ex- 
pressed its appreciation of the 
humanitarian spirit in which 
the offer has been made, and has 
instructed its representative in 
South Africa to arrange for the 
transport of foodstuffs from 
South Africa to India for famine 
relief, 

Whatever differences the In- 
dian community of the Union 
may have with General Smuts 
in regard to their status in this 
country we have no doubt they 
will view with profound appre- 
ciation this generous gesture on 
the part of our Prime Minister 
in the terrible calamity that has 
befallen our brethren in India, 

The acting High Commission. 
er for India, Mr. D, I, R, Muir 
has made a public appeal on

behalf of the Government of 
India in which he states: 


“Relief, if it is to be of any 
avail, must come quickly and 
by the shortest sea routes. 'The 
Union Government has offered 
to make available for purchases 
and shipment to India the sur- 
pluses of certain commodities 
which can at present be spared 
from the Unioa. 

“In the circumstances the 
people of the Union might like 
to send one or more shipments 
asa gift to the ill-fated victims 
of the Beneal famine; and for 
that purpose and for assistance 
to the voluntary organisations 
grappling with the problem of 
war-engendered distitution | am 
appealing for funds, Cheques 
sent to the High Commissioner 
for India, P.O. Box 8327, Johan- 
nesburg, crossed “Ben al Relief 
Fund," will be gratefully ac- 
knowledged 

“The money will be used for 
the purposes indicated above 
and any amount not spent in 
the Union for the purchase of 
foodstuffs will be forwarded to 
the central relief fund for Bengal, 
the official fund sponsored by 
the Government of India.” 





A relief committee of leading 
Indians has been appointed in 
Johannesburg to work in this 
connection in co-operation with 
the Acting High Commissioner,

HORROR OF SLUMS 


Pees is the price thou- 
sands of people pay for 
society's unjust estimate of the 
value of their labour; the many 
crimes of society against de- 
fenceless people culminated in 
the payment of a wage which 
makes decent life quite impos- 
sible, * The slave-owner mental- 
ity survives, In Johannesburg 
there was a gap of £2 a month 
between the wages paid to 
native men and their human 
-needs. Poverty took its revenge 
on society in creating an envi. 
ronment in which temptation 
was strong and resistance weak. 
Society could answer the cry for 
justice and freedom only if it 
recovered true sense of human 
values, which were God's values, 
To ignore human values was to 
reduce life to an animal basis. 
There must be a new approach 
to the forgotten people, the 
under-privileged, 

In the Transkei there was a 
State medical service for ani. 
mals, but not for men, A native 
who died before he had reached 
tex-paying age might officially 
never have existed at all, 

Human life was cheap in 
South Africa. No man took in 
the horror of slums until he 
visualised them from the point 
of the shared room, where family 
Jife'and-all the functions of life 


were performed. To live in a 
shared room was the fate of 
thousands of men and women, 

Child murder was the only 
adequate term for the savage 
sacrifice of child life in the 
Union, The native infant mor- 
tality rate was shocking. It 
was the poison of slums and 
poverty that was killing children 
today. Tuberculosis raged un- 
checked among natives and 
coloured people. 

There could be nothing more 
immoral than to buy labour 
from the non-European to an 
unjust figure and then to make 
him a criminal if he attempted 
to use those methods which 
Europeans had been forced to 
adopt to gain a living wage. 

Camouflage, palliatives and 
utilitarian solutions must be 
avoided, The only way of true 
and lasting recovery wes to 
place human values above all 
other considerations restoring 
men and women to God-given 
dignity and restoring human 
values to the economic treat- 
ment of every man and woman, 
The new fellow-feeling and 
spirit of service which had in. 
spired thousands of men and 
women to toil hard in war must 
be captured for peace, 

Councillors on the Rand had 
a responsibility for which thoy 
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must answer before the judgment 
seat, They had the power by 
their votes to free men and 
women from their chains or to 
forge stronger chains, 

Whatever was wrong in the 
prevailing order must go. It 
would not go easily, Only men 
and women who were willing to 
encure the loss of friends, pres- 
tige and much they held dear 
would be strong enough for the 
struggle.

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IS IT DEMOCRACY ? 


‘HAT a readjustment of 

relations is inevitable in 
the world of to-day has come to 
be almost an article of faith 
with the younger generation of 
intellectuals among the colour- 
ed peoples. How and when it 
will come, by what process of 
unrest, violence and compulsion 
are details that concern them 
little. But the decadent civilisa- 
tion of the West that breeds war, 
tolerates political subordination 
and sanctifies economic exploita- 
tion, say the new apostles, be 
shattered by some cataclysmic 
change, This rotten and irra- 
tional civilisation, which is 
neither Christian nor even hu- 
man, since it has not been able 
toraise the white peoples above 
their racial and colour preju- 
dices, deserves to die in a burst 
of blood and fire, for only by 
such a day of atonement can the 
West be cleansed of its leprosy 
and start fresh with the in- 
nocence of true Christians, 


The First Condition 

To-day more of the coloured 
peoples than at any other stage 
in the past are probably agreed 
that the first condition required 
to make the world safe for de. 
mocracy is for the white nations 
toshred their superiority com- 
plex. It no longer requires 
much covrage to say these 
things and a large number of 
thinking men and women both 
in Europe and America are 
warning the great nations of the 
world of the dangers inherent in 
pursuing a political and econo- 
mic policy based on colour bar 
and racial discrimination. Miss 
Pearl Buck, Mr. Wendell Willkie, 
‘Mr. Louis Fischer, Dr, Spinks 
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and a host of others have al- 
ready pleaded for an immediate 
readjustment in the relation 
between the whites and the 
coloured peoples. There is good 
ground for them to sound the 
tocsin. These men and women 
are moved, clearly, by a genuine 
and sincere desire to see the 
triumph of true democracy in 
the world. It is one in which 
any sensitive soul may well 
share in this historic year of 
1943 when millions of coloured 
peoples shoulder to shoulder 
with the whites are shedding 
their blood to make the world 
safe for democracy. 


Colour Bar In S. Africa 

What is more painful is to 
see the manifestation of racial 
prejudice at this very hour even 
among those nations united in 
arms to fight the Nazis who 
exalt in the creed of racial 
superiority. Surprisingly enough 
the Union of South Africa, a 
member of the British Com- 
monwealth of Free Nations, had 
thought fit and proper to pass 
the “pegging” legislation of 
i943, segregating Indians from 
the Europeans, at a time when 
the valour, devotion and sacri- 
fice of thousands of Indian sol- 
diers have saved the African 
continent from the Axis menace, 
It has shocked coloured races 
everywhere and the shock is all 
the more greater and painful 
because this outrageous legisla 
tion of racial discrimination did 
not evoke the protests of the 











leading nations of the United 
Camp, 


Unthinking Insistence 


Tp perhaps no other field in 
the world do the white people 
continue to follow their preju- 
dices with such unthinking in- 
sistence as in their relation with 
the coloured raves. Fepeated 
criticism of this racial discrimi- 
nation, bitter denunciation of 
injustices and voluminous 
suggestions for its improvement 
have been followed by no com- 
mensurate result, With regard 
to the treatment of coloured! 
peoples, the white men are pur- 
suing the same old methods and 
the same un-Christian and un- 
democratic practices followed 
since the European domination 
ofthe world began. It can con- 
tinue no longer, It must end 
here and now, The defeat of 
Hitler and the application of 
the Atlantic Charter to the Nazi 
dominated nations of Europe is 
but a minor aim in this war, if 
this isa war for human libera- 
tion, a war for real democracy. 
‘Hitler is as much a European as 
any other white man and his 
contempt for the non-European 
peoples has also been one of the 
items of the propaganda ‘to 
mobilise coloured peoples to 
fight against the Axis Powers, 
‘The majority of the coloured’ 
races are to-day with the United) 
Nations not as mere camp fol- 
lowers of great battling Powers,. 
but as equal sharers of a com- 
mon destiny, Those white men 
who still dream of establishing 
‘a post-war world based on colour 
bar, racial discrimination and 
economic exploitation, are un- 
doubtedly- living in a- fool's 
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paradise, for Miss Pearl Puck 
has said, the deen patience of 
coloured peoples is at an end, 
“Everywhere among them there 
is the same resolve for freedom 
‘and equality that white Ameri- 
cans and British have, but it is 
a grimmer resolve, for it in 
cludes the determination to be 
rid of white fule and exploita- 
tion and white race prejudice, 
and nothing will weaken this 
will.” Declare for democracy, 
she suggests, as the only way to 
avoid a more terrible war, 
‘World War No. III. 


Another Shock 


The colour bar in South Africa 
hhas shocked the world. Acd 
another shock came with the 
news of the racial riot in Detroit 
for those who had imagined 

, that real and unadulterated de- 
mocracy existed in America, 
The Detroit racial riot hes teen 
explained to be the work of 
German fifth column, but the 
local chief of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation said 
that the trouble was “‘the spon- 
taneous culmination of racial 
feeling.” It may be possible to 
father the blame on the coloured, 
but it is significant that the 
casualties were mostly Negroes. 
Many feel the disappointment 
that even the exigencies of the 
‘war did not prevent a Yankee- 
Negro clash in the U.S.A., the 
Citadel of democracy, These are 
unfortunate incidents, no doubt, 
but they give enough food for 
thought. 

Source Of The Evil 

This war, if it has done any 
good to the larger section in- 
volved in the conflagration, it 
wee to drive home to the col- 
ours juces the conviction that 
the, xisting world.order is not 
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only unjust but that all the ills 
of mankind have resulted out of 
the selfish desire of a few nax 
tions and a few people to domi- 
nate others both politically and 
economically. When economic 
‘ion ends there will 
neither be political subordina- 
tion nor colour bar Much of 
the racial prejudices are funda- 
mentally due to the fear of an 
economic disposition of ill- 
gotten wealth and the fear of 
ofen competition under equal 
environments, One may see the 
play of economic forces be- 
hind the white prejudice of the 
Negro in America. This truth 
has been outrageously :mani- 
fested in the feverish nervous: 
ness of the Europeans of South 
Africa in rushing through the 
discriminatory legislation ag-. 
ainst the Indian settlers of the 
Union, 





The Mix-Up 

The future of the coloured 
races depends on the future of 
India, Itis one of the propa- 
ganda tricks of white men 
whether of America, Britain 
and European, to confuse the 
problem of the coloured peoples 
by mixing them with the yellow 
races. Of course, the yellows 
are also coloured in the eyes of 
white a ap, but they stand on a 
different footing from the dark 
peoples. The black races have 
come to be considered as in- 
ferior peoples, always living 
under foreign domination wher. 
ever they may be, The majority 
of the yellow races belong to 
China, Japan and Asiatic Rus- 
sia and are independent peoples, 
Therefore, it would be wrong to 
include the yellow races with 
the coloured peoples since’ their 
problems are different, The 
Peoples of China or Japan have 
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never accepted white superiority 
in their home countries what- 
ever may be their status in 
other lands, Neither a China- 
man nor a Japanese ever feels 
that he is inferior in status to 
a foreigner in. his own countey. 
And it may be pertinently asked 
what the black races generally 
feel even in their native lands, 
Therefore it would be wrong to 
find an affinity between the 
yellow and the dark peoples, 
The coloured races of the world, 
excluding the yellow, stand 
altogether in a different cate- 
gory as people who suffer from 
economic and political exploita- 
tion and inferiority of status, 
The salvation of these races has 
to come with Indian freedom, 
for among them India is the 
only country which can have 
the necessary strength, by virtue 
of its size, population, econo- 
mic resources and intellectual 
achievements, to work for the 
redemption of all oppressed 
peoples. Therefore, in its larger 
perspective, Indian freedom 
means the liberation of the 
coloured peoples, the recogni- 
tion of their equality of status 
and the translation into reality 
of the great democratic ideal, 
India is not merely the domestic 
problem of Great Britain that is 
to be solved according to the 
convenience of British states- 
men and Empire politics. Nor 
is the Neero-White problem of 
the United States a purely 
American affair, These are hu. 
man problems and go beyond 
national borders and transcend 
international politics. 


India’s Resistance 
It is erroneous to think of 
India as a British dependency 
to which the British rule has 
given peace. for the last two 
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hundred years, India stands at 
the head of the coloured covn- 
tries as the only country that 
had the vitality to resist white 
civilisation and culture and to 
live without being submerged 
and extinguished,tfgin Africa 
and in America European colo- 
nisation inevitably resulted in 
the slow extinction of the native 
races and the acceptance by the 
remnants of an alien culture 
which sapped their native vital- 
ity and genius, In these two 
continents the coloured races 
soon accepted a position of in- 
feriority to their everlasting dis 
honour, But despite all the 
handicaps consequent on the 
political domination of one 
country by another, India re- 
sisted heroically every attempt 
to reduce her to impotency and 
to a recognition of white 
superiority, Therefore India is 
the natural leader to save the 
coloured peoples from the domi. 
nation of others, 

In discussing the rights of the 
coloured races it has become the 
fashicn to plead for concessions. 
That is another mischievous pro- 
Paganda to instil into them 
their inferiority complex and at 
the same time to proclaim the 
superiority of the non-blacks, 
‘The new era of concessions and 
gifts is over, The begear no 
longer begs when he becomes 
conscious of his rights, They 
may be given to him with grace, 
if not he simply takes them. 
This is the lesson that democracy 
has taught mankind, and who. 
ever opposes it is an anti- 
democrat, an enemy of humanity 
and of God. There is no more 
any minimum or maximum 
right, it is equal liberty that 
mankind is demanding, Segre- 
gation; racial discrimination and 
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colour bar cannot and will not 
survive this war. 


The growing unrest among 
the coloured peoples of the 
world is apparent everywhere. 
Asilent revolution is going on 
even in our midst. To-day 
more than at any other time in 
the past century the coloured 
peoples refuse to acknowledee 
the superiority of the whites. 
It is not due to any enemy pro- 
paganda, but it is the natural 
result of the Allied proclamation 
‘of democratic equality as the 
major war aim. Therefore it is 
not unnatural to bear coloured 
‘men and women everywhere 
asking for a practical demon. 
stration of this democratic ideal. 
They resent to be tréated as 
inferiors or with contempt. In 
the past Indian servants would 
have tolerated even being called 
a “nigger” by a half-caste 
white man or woman. But to- 
day the most pure and aristocra- 
tic white would dread abusing 
a menial, A rapid change is 
coming and it is inevitable. 
Whoever stands against it, is 
bound to be destroyed by the 
newly awakened force of de- 
mocracy. That is why Miss 
Pearl Buck warned her country- 
men: “Our relation to the col- 
oured peoples and democracy 
does not even lie so far off as 
Africa or India, It is just out- 
side our doors, it is inside our 
homes. The deepest loyalties 
to-day are not national,” Con- 
cludine her appeal, the author 
of The Good Earth says: 

“It must be sternly said 
that it isthe white peoples 
who have the deepest race 
prejudices. This is in itself 
@ sign of insecurity and fear. 
And we will do well to be 
afraid if we intead to persist 
blindly in our prejudices Uf 
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we plan to persist as we are, 
then we are fighting on the 
wrone side in this war, We 
Delong with Hitler. For the * 
white man can no longer rule 
in this world unless he rules 
by totalitarian military torce. 
Democracy cannot so rule. 
Democracy, if it is to prevail 
at this solemn moment in 
human history, can do so 
only if it purges itself of that 
which denies democracy, if it 
dares to act as it believes.” 


THE EAST HAS 
AWAKENED 


HE Pretoria News wrote the 
following words thirty years 


ago: 
“The East has awakened; 
the great slumbering giant is 
likely to rise refreshed by the 
civilisation it is assimilating, 
and when it does so all Chris- 
tendom may be threatened. 
Already the dominance of 
colour has been challensed; 
the white man has gone down 
before the brown. How soon 
the West may be as sharply 
called upon to make good its 
claims to rule the world no 
one knows, Certain it is that

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EVILS OF COLOUR BAR 
STATEMENT BY BISHOPS 


"HE following is the text of 

an interesting statement 

issued by the Episcopal Synod 

‘of the Church of the Province of 
South Africa: 

“In view of the widespread 
bpinion that Southern Africa 
may be destined to play a lead. 
ing part throughout the conti. 
hent in post-war reconstructions, 
‘we feel impelled to address the 
members of our own Church, and 
fodeed all people of good will, 
on what we believe to be a 
grave evil in our midst. That 
is the evil of colour prejudice. 

Clause 6 of the Atlantic Char- 
ter lays down among other 
things that after the destruction 
of Nazi tyranny it is hoped to 
see established a peace which 
will afford the assurance that all 
men in all lands may live out 
their lives in freedom from fear 
‘and want, But we have grave 
doubts whether the colour bar, 
which is entrenched in the laws 
of the U ion and is customary 
in Southern Rhodesia, will allow 
that, and whether, in conse- 
quence Southern Africa has the 
Fight to take such a lead as is 
Suggested, Our reasons are as 
follows: 

“1, While we recognise that 
in Southern Africa there must be 
differences based on the racial 
characteristics of the various 
groups composing the popula: 
tion, and on the varying stand- 
ards of culture and education, 
Yet we are bound to condemn 
Giscrimination which is based 
solely on the colour of a man's 
skin, Such discrimination is 
contrary 10 the clear teaching 
oi the New Testament, with its 














ereat twin doctrines of the 
Fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, The idea 
of a ‘herrenvolk’ or super-race is 
wholly repugnant to the Chris. 
tian religion, Yet it is held by 
many in Southern Africa today. 

“9, When the civilisations of 

India and the East are remem- 
bered, it is ridiculous to main- 
tain that civilisation and culture 
are the prerogative of the white- 
skinned races. In all ages per- 
sons of colour have won distinc~ 
tion in the spheres of religion, 
art and science, 
We affirm that the effect 
of colour prejudice is cruel, 
wasteful and dangerous: cruel, 
for it deprives those who are its 
victims of the opportunity of 
making full use of their capa- 
cities and talents, so causing 
frustration and despair: waste- 
ful for it deprives the commun- 
ity of the skill of many which 
would otherwise be used for the 
benefit of all; dangerous, for 
unjust treatment meted out by 
‘one section of the community 
to other creates fierce and ever- 
increasing resentment, with re- 
sults that no one can foresee, 

“4, It must not be forgotten 
that such injustice also adversely 
ailects those who are responsible 
for it, and may well induce 
grievous spiritual results, 

“Weare sudly aware that cok 
our prejudice is to be found 
among our own church people, 
and that is the reason why we 
address them as we do, and 
urge them with all solempity 
fearlessly to think out anew 
their own attitude, and to con- 
front this colour prejudice and 
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its attendant results with the 
statement we have made above, 
We ask them very earnestly to 
consider whether it can possibly 
be reconciled with the teaching 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
head of the Church.”

THE DETROIT RIOTS 


IMENMTING on. the recent 

riots in Detroit Unity (Chica- 
go) writes: Apart from the Negro 
press itself, [have seen nothing 
‘on the Detroit riots to compare 
with the article by Thomas 
Saneton in the July 5th issue of 
the New Republic. This article 
was a fitting celebration of the 
great American holiday which 
commemorates that Declaration 
of Independence which proclaims 
that “all men are!created equal." 
For it makes plain that what 
happened so tragically in De- 
troit was just a typical denial, 
$0 long familiar in this country, 
of racial equality as between 
blacks and whites, or men of 
any colour, for that matter, in 
relation to our superior white 
race, What happened in De 
troit, in other words, was only 
‘a particularly dramatic, fatal, 
and therefore shocking expres- 
sion of what is going on all the 
time here in America in milder 
and therefore less noticeable 
forms, All kinds of attempts 
have been made to prove that 
the Detroit riots were caused 
by Nazi plotting. The news- 
papers were quick to make this 
assertion, and the public autho- 
rities promptly followed suit. 
But there was nothing in

work, of course, Our own 
typically American product, the 
Ku Klux Klan, was on the job, 
Rabble-rousers of the Gerald K. 
Smith and Frank Norris variety, 
lon: familiar in our American 
folkways, were fanning the 
winds of prejudice and hate, 
It nas even been suggested that 
Negro agitators were busy in 
stirring up trouble—which may 
have been true, w of the 
conditions of injustice and op- 
pression which have long pre- 
vailed in Detroit, although we 
doubt if it was “stirring up 
trouble” so much as demanding 
fairplay. But all these charges 
are just so much camouflage for 
the reality, which, in Detroit as 
elsewhere, is th determination 
of the whites to outlaw Negroes 
from the rights and privileges of 
our American life. This is an 
abomination always—akin to 
the Nazi determiaation to get 
rid of Jews in Europe, But it 
isa very particular abomination 
ina war which demands that 
all men of every colour make 
sacrifice for what is described

Her achievements in the poli- 
tical fleld algo are no less mean, 
She has held several Government 
posts of utmost responsibility 
and is her husband's chief 
adviser, confidant and secretary, 
For a time she held a post which 
was equivalent to the British 
Under-Secretary of State for Air 
—a post that had never before, 
in avy country, been held by a 
woman. While she held this 
position she was able to do 
much for the service, but she 
‘was forced to relinquish it owing 
to the pregauite of other -work, 
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She was also the head of the 
‘War Relief Work, Chief Organiser 
of the Ohild Welfare Services 
and of the whole movement for 
the relief of families of wounded 
soldiers. While visiting the hos- 
pitals she has herself dreased the 
wounds of the soldiers. She 
also directs the New Life Move- 
ment, which is designed to instil 
the combined virtues of old and 
modern culture in the people of 
hina, Very rightly was she 
described by Dr, Wellington Coo, 
the eminent Chinese scholar who 
‘was the Ambassador for Cina in 
Great Britain, as the “Mother of 
the Chinese Nation. 


It is a pity that before the 
dream of Madame Chiang could 
be fully realised, the blight of 
war struck China and the whole 
country was faced with a new 
contingency. Ever since the 
Japanese invasion of China, she 
bas not given herself any rest 
and has known no peace. She 
accompanied her husband on all 
fronts giving courage and in- 
spiration to the fighting millions. 
Regardless of her own safety, 
she toured the whole country, 
‘was available wherever she was 
required and personally super- 
vised the management of the 
war. No woman’s life has been 
ag bnsy as that of Madame 
Obiang, and perhaps no other 
woman has handled. so efficently 
go many works ¢o varied in their 
nature.

Ttbas been said that if any 
municipality in Natal could peo 
‘duce evideoce on a par with 
that furnished to Me, Justice 
Broome regarding Durba, then 
the Government would be moral 
Iy obliged to apply the Act to 
that municipality, continued 
Senator Clarkoo. 

“I cannot agree with this. It
